Eastern Coshocton and western Tuscarawas counties were 


swept by a deluge Friday morning that was the most damaging this 
section has experienced in many years. The downpour was ac- 
companied by a fierce electrical storm that also did considerable 
damage, at least one residence and one barn in this county being 
destroyed by this agent. The floods that followed the heavy rain 
did by far the most damage, however, thousands of dollars worth 
of corn being destroyed in the creek and river valleys while live 
stock was drowned and farm buildings destroyed. 
Owing to tele- 


phones being put out of commission in many neighborhoods, it was 
impossible to secure complete detxils of the disaster up until Fri- 
day night. 


PLAYS HAVOC WITH RAILROADS 


The floods also played havoc with both the 
Panhandle and 


Wheeling railroads, washouts along the line north and east of this 
city interfering with traffic. Not until noon did the Pennsy get a 
train through owing to washouts near Newcomerstown, while the 
Wheeling was forced to detour trains over the Panhandle 
from 


Morgan Run to Harmon via Bowerston. Tracks on the latter road 
were washed out at Fresno, Chili, Baltic and Sugar Creek. 
All 


work trains and every available man were called out and worked 
throughout the day repairing the damage. The T. W. V. & O. had 
the least trouble, the only obstruction to traffic being a landslide 
just east of Warsaw. The engineer of the Walhending Flyer, due 
here at 9 a. m. was able to bring his engine to a. stop before strik- 
ing the pile of earth and by the strenuous use of shovels, the crew 
was able to clear.the tracks. The train arrived in this city about a 
half-hour late. 


RURAL CARRIERS TURNED BACK 


Carriers Will Davis of Coshocton route 1 and Scott Bechtol of 


route 3 were unable to get over more than a portion of their routes 
Friday, being turned back by washouts on the roads and miaring 
bridges. In the Mill Creek valley the floods did the most damage. 
It is evident that cloudbursts in both the "big" and "little" Mill 
Creek valleys caused the worst floods in the history of that section. 
Persons who saw the flood approaching, state that there was a wall 
of water that appeared to be fully 20 ft. .high which carried with 
it bridges, fences, small buildings and crops, in fact swept both 
valleys clean. Another cloudburst was reported from the west 
branch of White Eyes creek, which has its course in the New Bed- 
ford vicinity. The flood washed from their foundations every house 
in the village of Chili except two while at Fresno ov«r ont-half the 


I village was under water.

iately, the floods were accompanied by no loss of human lif«.
